FRB Acts; Now It’s 
Up to Local Banks 


The Atlanta Federal Reserve Bank, 
following action taken in New York, 
Philadelphia and Chicago, has reduced 
its discount rate to member banks from 
2% per cent to 2%. This is the second 
reduction within the past few weeks. 
During that same period reserve require- 
ments for banks also were lowered. 

The Federal Reserve Board announced 
the reduction was made “to stimulate the 
flow of credit.” 

We think it should. 

This is a critical month. Business 
should, in general, improve throughout 
March. But it is important that the im- 
provement “take.” 

It seems to us that local banks, where 
the discount rate twice has been re- 
duced, may now be acting a little too cau- 
tiously. Credit and the flow of it cannot 
be stimulated unless they, too, follow the 
Federal Reserve action—as they did when 
it was increasing its rates. 

The banks of Atlanta have done a 
good job in lending money. As we under- 
stand it, they have more loaned out than 
a vear ago. But it does seem that now, 
after two FRS reductions they, too, might 
follow with concrete action designed to 
stimulate the flow of credit. The Federal 
Reserve action alone will not be enough.

This Senate Committee 


Lays It on the Line 


Determination of a Senate investigat- 
ing committee to go ahead with its job 
of probing state affairs despite the oppo- 
sition of the governor and his refusal to 
provide funds for the group is a splen- 
did example. 

Far too long have members of both 
houses of the Legislature been brow- 
beaten and cowed by the executive branch 
because of the latter’s control over the 
purse strings. 

There are few who will not applaud 
the statement by committee chairman 
William Trotter, of LaGrange: “This 
committee does not intend to serve as a 
whitewash or as a pawn for the gov- 
ernor.... If we find wrongdoing, we in- 
tend to report that fact to the people of 
this state.” 

Sen. Trotter said further: 

“l challenge all those public servants 
who are requested to appear to make 
their voices heard if they have nothing 
to hide. ... We are determined, in spite 
of all the obstacles placed in our path, 
to conduct a proper and sound investiga- 
tion into the people's business.” 

Can there be any honest objection to 
such a probe? This is not an inquisition 
but an effort to get at some facts to 
which the taxpayers who foot the bills 
are entitled. If things are right, there 
should be no fear of an investigation. 

Let this Legislature and all future As- 


semblies take ‘their rightful places as 
representatives of the people in legisla- 
tion and as watchdogs over the public 
purse. We cannot believe any citizen il] 
find a quarrel with them for doing their 
duty.

Secretary of Agriculture Benson has

Congressional farm committees have 
approved a series of bills to block his 
lower price support programs Benson's 
unrealistic proposals in this field not only 
would prove to be a crushing biow to 
farmers but would do great harm to the 
general economy 


The secretary's plan for slackening 
the barter of farm commodities on world 


markets was ignored by the Senate com- 
mittee. It doubled his requests pertain- 
ing to overseas disposal of surpluses 


Meanwhile, Benson penned an article 
for United Press in which he made it ap- 
pear that farmers are better off than ever 
before. However, he did admit existence 
of some problems——solutions to which he 
hastened to offer via a hodgepodge of 
approaches centered around the theme of 
giving the farmer more freedom. His 
ideas add up to a formula for freedom for 
farmers to go broke. 

The next day, writing for the same 
wire service, Sen. Hubert Humphrey gave 
an opposite and more accurate view of 
how farmers are faring under the Ben- 
gon regime. He urged a new farm policy 
recognizing the relationship between costs 
of production and prices received for 
‘products. 

Emphatically pointing to importance 
of adequate food and fiber reserves for 
this nation’s growing population and to 
fulfill goals of its foreign policy, Hum- 
phrey showed the foresight that i sadly 
lacking in Benson's thinking and his dis- 
taste for surpluses. | 

A number of Republican leaders con- 
tend that Benson's determination to com- 


plete his term will cost the party dearly 
in the November battle for control of 
Congress. 

The Democrats’ victory thus could be 
decisive. But it does seem the farmers 
are having to pay a terrific price for 
same by being forced to put up with Ben- 
son for the remainder of his term.

Put State’s Insurance 


On Com petitive Basis 


A news item from Tallahassee, Fla., 
is of interest, we believe, to Georgians. 

It was a United Press item and the 
first paragraph of it was as follows: 

Strong competitive bidding yesterday 
ousted a Miami firm controlled by Thurman 
A. Whiteside as insurer for $33,500,000 worth 
of state toll bridges.” 

There was a second paragraph. It said 
that the competitive bidding saved the 
state about $21,000 on policies for 10 toll 
bridges. 

Now what we'd like to ask is why 
Georgia, which has just refused to be- 
come a self-insurer, can’t adopt the pro- 
vision of competitive bidding for the 
state’s insurance? That would seem log- 
ical, reasonable and fair. 


As maters now stand each governor, 
and Gov. Griffin is no exception, has con- 
sidered the state’s insurance business his 
personal patronage to pass out and divide 
up among “friends.” In fact, Georgia has 
just had revealed a sort of unsavory prac- 
tice of having “friends” who aren't in the 
insurance business get licenses so they 
can be given some of the state’s insurance 
business. 

In none of this is there any thought 
given to the public who pays the bill. 
More and more we see more and more 
government officials acting as if tax 
money were the personal property of the 
elected officials. 

In Georgia and in other states we see 
springing up in the wake of each state 
election new “insurance agencies” which 
obtain state business. 

We would think the insurance indus- 
try itself would welcome a competitive 
bidding practice, 

Certainly the people would. 

The State of Florida has saved $21,000 
on policies for 10 bridges. 

Can’t the people of Georgia ask of the 
candidates for the next Legislature that 
they try to restore business methods to 
state government? And that competitive 
bidding for insurance be one of the 
methods?

One of the greatest pieces of Christian litera- 
ture is “‘Pilgrim’s Progress’ by John Bunyan. | 
The chief character, Pilgrim, is making a jour- 
ney from the City of Destruction to Mount Zion. He faces many perils 


and hardships. But one of the most sinister dangers he meets is the 
pleasant Arbor on the hill Difficulty. 


The Arbor was put there for 
rest. But it was a sinister danger 
in that it was a temptation to 
sleep. 

When weary Pilgrim reached 
the Arbor, he went to sleep. While 
sleeping he dropped from his hand 
the Roll which the Lord had given 
him to help him on his journey. 
But it wasn’t until Pilgrim had 
already mounted the hill Diffi- 
culty that he discovered he’d lost 
his Roll. So he had to retrace 
his steps to the Arbor, pick up 
the Roll and climb the hill again. 


In his perplexity on losing the 
Roll by sleeping, Pilgrim made 
this searching statement, ‘I am 
made to tread those steps with 
sorrow, which I might have trod 
with delight, had it not been for 
this sinful sleep.” 

Thus Pilgrim spoke the plight 
of many of us. For we tread steps 
with sorrow which we might have 
trod with delight, had we not been 
asleep. 

Here’s a couple about to break 
up their home, They’ve been mar- 
ried several years, but for the 
past few months have had 
constant arguing and bitterness. 
They never thought it important 
to go to church—to have prayer 
together—to bring God into their 
home. They’ve been asleep to the 
principles of God. And now their 
steps are full of sorrow. 

Here’s a young man in a math 
class. He needs the answer to a

has the answer and he can gee 
it. He copies it. Years later he’s 
a butcher in a market. A boss is in 
front of the customer’s side of 
the scales so that the customer 
can’t see the weights.

He looks at the scale 
on his side. It reads, “Four 
pounds.” He replies, “Five 
pounds.”’ A bit later the proprietor 
is out and he borrows a five from 
the register — without anyone's 
knowledge.

He 
was asleep to God’s law, “Thou 
shalt not steal.”” And now his 
steps are full of sorrow. 

But you could turn Pilgrim's 
statement around and say, “My 
steps are full of delight because 
I was awake,”

grace at meals—taught their chil- 
dren the things of God. They’ve 
been awake to God's principles. 


And their steps are now full of -

Are we asleep to the things of 
God — His Commandments, His 
Church, His Christ? If so, some 
day we'll say with poor Pilgrim, 
“I am made to tread those steps 
with sorrow, which I might have 
trod with delight, had it not been 
for this sinful sleep.”

dential disability is bound to run into some criticism because it is so 
simple and sensible. There is no doubt in my mind: That the one 
or two pained cries about its being unconstitutional are more politi- 


cal than substantial. 

That Eisenhower's initiative 
gives new impetus to the consti- 
tutional amendment which has 
just been introduced by nine lead- 
ing Democratic and Republican 
senators and which closely follows 
the proposal which the White 
House made a year ago. 

That Eisenhower’s action in 
spelling out his understanding 
with Nixon will become so 
widely accepted that the next 


president and vice president will 


do the same thing until a consti- 
tutional amendment can be rati- 
fied. 

All Eisenhower has done, it 
seems to me, is to provide an 
orderly procedure to give effect 
to the clear intent of the Consti- 
tution; namely, that if for any 
period the President is unable to 
discharge his duties, these du- 
ties shall be discharged by the 
vice president until the disability 
has ceased. 

What are the objections? 

The Democratic speaker of the 
House, Sam Rayburn, argues 
that the whole understanding is 
unconstitutional because, as he 
contends, there is no reference in 
the Constitution to an “acting 
president.” But there is such a 
reference. 

The 22nd Amendment refers “‘to 
any person who may be holding 
the office of President or acting 
as President.”

One of the great arts of this confusing age is 
the ability to utter words while saying nothing. 
The President in his news conferences frequently 


wouldn’t the vice president have 


to take the oath of office in order 
to discharge its powers and du- 
ties? And if he takes the oath, 
won't he become president for the 
rest of the term? 


The answer would seem to be 
that since the vice president is 
directed by the Constitution to 
discharge the duties of the presi- 
dency in the event of presiden- 
tial disability, he is doing so ag 
vice president, not as president, 
and therefore his vice presidential 
oath is adequate. 


Seven vice presidents have, - 


upon the death of the president, 
been recognized as having be- 
come the de jure president. Be- 
cause of the precedents which 
gave the vice president the office 
as well as the duties whenever a 
president died, there was an 
overriding reluctance to ask the 
vice president to serve when 
Presidents Garfield and Wilson 
were disabled. The fear was that 
the vice president, in taking over 
temporarily, would become de 
jure president and thus oust the 
incapacitated incumbent. 

In his agreement with Nixon, 
who would serve as acting presi- 
dent until the President certified 
his recovery, Eisenhower has re- 
moved this doubt for the next 
three years and the proposed con- 
stitutional amendment would re- 
move it permanently.

Choose yours today 
and look your best in the 


Godmother of the Sky 
Meets Georgia Cinderella —

To the world she is the foremost lady of the sky. To a Cinderella of Black- 


shear, Ga., she has 


been an anonymous fairy godmother since Cinderella was a 


little girl of 9. And now Cinderella and her fairy godmother have met face-to- 
face. It was this mission that brought Jacqueline Cochran Odlum to a traveler’s 


pause in Atlanta. 


The story began almost 10 years ago when 
the autobiography of Jacqueline Cochran was 
condensed in a magazine story. The condensa- 
tion was read by a resident of Blackshear. 

As she read, she noted the parallel between 
the impoverished childhood of Jacqueline Coch- 
ran and that of a little girl in Blackshear. 


A social worker concerned with the hapless 
state of the little girl burdened with struggling 
parents and the care of four younger children, 
she wrote Miss Cochran. Her hope was that a 
now famous and prosperous woman who had 
suffered so much herself would want to help re- 
lieve similar suffering by another little girl. 

And she was right. For Jacqueline Cochran 
has a heart as big as the great expanse of the 
skies through which she flies. 

From that day to this, she has opened her 
purse of food, books and clothes for her Cinder- 
ella who is now about to receive a diploma from 
high school. 

And, though Cinderella knew she was receiv- 
Ing help, her only inkling of her helper’s identity 
was that her benefactor was a woman interested 
in politics. This clue didn’t mean much until she 
spied Miss Cochran on television during the Re- 
publican National Convention. She guessed and, 
with Miss Cochran’s permission, was told she 
had guessed right. 

And now Cinderella and her godmother have 
met. From Atlanta, Miss Cochran went to Black- 
shear to help plan the child’s future now that 
she is graduating from high school. 

Then she is driving to Miami for a director’s 
meeting of Northeast Airlines. 

Always a woman to pile up firsts in every- 
thing from delivering bombers to Britain to 
cracking the sound barrier, she is first again— 
the only woman ever to serve as a director of 
an airline. 

“When that’s over, I’m going to rest in the 
sun for two days. I'm just exhausted,” she 
sighed. | 

Miss Cochran is a busy woman. Not only does 
she fill page after page in aviation record books, 
but she also heads a prosperous cosmetics firm. 
So during her brief stop here she visited the 
stores carrying her products to meet the sales 
staffs and customers. 

At one time she was the highest paid beauty 
operator in the field, but some 20 years ago she 
branched into the beauty market on her own. 

“I opened my first 300 accounts myself and 
trained all the girls who were to help me.” 

Commenting on high pay for beauty operators, 
Miss Cochran said that a good .operator in a 
good shop would make between $18,000 and 
$23,000 a year in salary and commissions. A 
manicurist will average $7,000. But not the shop 
owner, she added; they barely make it. 

Her chief concern in the cosmetics line is to 
help with skin problems. And her concern is not 
for women only. She pointed out that men can 
use the same products as women, and particu- 
larly men in jobs that produce skin troubles— 
such as mechanics, fliers, boat operators—where 
weather plays a part in it. 

Her habit of helping others inadvertently 
brought her one of the more famous products in 
her cosmetics line. A young medical researcher 
was working on enzymes at Johns Hopkins. Miss 
Cochran supplied him with money and, as a re- 
sult of his studies, she was able to develop a 
new moisturizing cream for sensitive, drying 
skin.
